Alter enjoying nearly a month's vaca¬ 
tion the members of the Tows Commit¬ 
tee met yesterday afternoon. The full 
board was present. 

The Hoad Committee reported the 
work on the construction of roads pro¬ 
gressing favorably with the end in view 
that all streets are praetloally complet¬ 
ed with the exception of Lincoln Street. 
There Is very little to do now but clean 
out gutters. The macadam work is also 
practically completed. 

Alter settling all outstanding bills it 
Is expected that a balance will be at the 
disposal of the Committee. The Boad 
Committee recommended that It be used 
In macadmixlng 1,100 feet of Glen Bidge 
Avenue from the Montclair line to High¬ 
land Avenue. Repairs are yet to be 
made to stone raads on Montgomery, 
Broad, and Washington Streets and 
Belleville Avenue. 

Frank W. Lawrence appeared before 
the Committee In reference to a drain 

from Lawrence 8treet to the Dodd Street 
branch of Second Blver. The dltth runs 
through Mr. Lawrence’s lot close to his 
new house, and as he wishes to grade 
the grounds about the house he would 
like to fill up the ditch. The Commit¬ 
tee questioned his right to fill It. 

Mr. Lawrence would be satisfied If the 
Committee would lay a pipe in the ditch 
so that it oould be covered over. The 
matter wsa referred to the Boad Com¬ 
mittee. T 

Mrs. Donohue of Willett Street com¬ 
plained to the Committee that the dig¬ 
ging of the trench on Montgomery Street 
for the sower had resulted In the drain¬ 
ing of the wells In that locality, and the 
people were put to great inconvenience. 
The Committee endeavored to explain to 
her that it was an unfortunate circum¬ 
stance over which they had no control. 

Mrs. Donahue said that she would put 
in city water If there was a main through 
the street. The matter wag referred to 
the Water Committee. 

The Lincoln Place controversy wsa 
again brought up. Mr* Lockwood re- 
jortod that Dr. George C. Seibert was 
opposed to the opening of the street and 
would Institute legal proceedings against 
the town if his fence was removed. 
Town Counsel Barrett stated that Dr. 
•Seibert would have no grounds for a 
suit. The counsel was directed to ex¬ 
amine the preliminary proceedings in 
regard to the opening of the street, and 
if they are found to be regular, the Com¬ 
mittee will proceed at once to open the 
•treat. Should the street be opened it 
wlU be named Hamilton Place, 

Surveyor Olmstoad presented his re¬ 
port on tbs examination of Fred Full- 
man's sidewalk. The report satisfied 
the Committee that Mr. Fuilman ought 
to pay hia share of the cost, and the 
counsel waa directed to bring suit 
against him at once. « 

Mr«. F. T. Camp’s application for a 
sidewalk In front of her property on 
Broad Street was discussed. A ques¬ 
tion about the location of the sidewalk 
has arisen. It Is claimed that her deed 
embraces the strip of property now ueed 
as a park, and a law-suit is about to 
take place to settle the dispute. The 
suit will be between Mrs. Camp and Mr. 
Whitman. The Sidewalk Committee will 
lay the walk Immediately in front of the 
property If It Is so desired by tbs appli¬ 
cant. . 

Crons walks were ordered put down at 
Franklin Street and Berkeley Avedue. 
Fremont Street and Austin Place, Fre¬ 
mont Street and Oakland Avenue.

Bloomfield’s public sehools opened on 
Tuesday with ths largest percentage of 
increased enrollment that has occurred 
In four years. The enrollment on the 
opening day was: High School, 77; 
Grammar School 256; Berkeley Primary, 
224; Brookaida Primary 60. Dally ad¬ 
ditions have been made to the enroll¬ 
ment since the opening. 

The work of enlarging the Centre Pri¬ 
mary, which is now in progress, pre¬ 
vented the opening of that school on 
Tuesday.. A largely increased enroll¬ 
ment is anticipated there. 

Two new olasses will be organized 
this year, one at the Centre Primary and 
one at the Berkeley Primary. Additions 
have been made to the corps of instruc¬ 
tors. Louis Van Orden has been en¬ 
gaged as teacher of writing. He has 
the supervieion of this branch of instruc¬ 
tion in all the schools and teaches a 
special class In bookkeeping at the 
High School. He is regarded as a very 
efficient teacher In both branches. Miss 
Charlotte E. Halsey teaches Greek 
Classics and science. Miss Ida M. Wilde 
gives Instruction in clay modelling and 
drawing.

rho Concert and Organ Recite! a B« 
—An Evidence of What 
Perseverance Can Do. 


The concert and organ recital In tbs 
new Church of the Sacred Heart os 
Thursday night was a social and finan¬ 
cial success, and afforded great pleasure 
to a very large assemblage. It was 
nearly eight o’clock when the doers 
were thrown open. A crowd numbering 
several hundreds had gathered in front 
of ths ohurch anxious to |get a glimpse 
of the interior, the beauty and splendor 
of which they had heard rumors of. It 
was only a few minutes from the 
time the doors opened that the spa¬ 
cious edifice was filled. Seats had been 
arranged to accommodate one thousand 
people, and by the time the first notes 
of the organ announced the opening of 
the concert nearly every seat was occu¬ 
pied. 

The scene that met the eye of the 
spectators as they gazed about the In¬ 
terior of the building was magnificent 
Indeed and delightful to the eye. Ex¬ 
clamations of praise end admiration 
were heaid on every side.

Ths decorative work Is strikingly beauti¬ 
ful, giving a light and cheerful appear¬ 
ance.

The lighting la almost perfect. While 
the church was brilliantly Illuminated 
no serious effect upon the eyes of tbe 
spectators was felt.

Prato mi toe H. T. k G. L 
Crash** Into Two Flat Oar*. 

An open switch on the Greenwood 
Lake Railroad at Chestnut Hill was the 
cause of an aocldent In wbloh two me 
were painfully injured and a valuable 
horse belonging to J. Emmons Freeman 
killed. On Wednesday morning a drill- 
train, in charge of Conductor Pelllngton, 
had left two oars loaded with stone on 
the siding sad token two empty oai 
away. After doing this some one care¬ 
lessly left the switch open and the ex 
press train In charge of Conductor Lay- 
ton, leaving Blagwood at 7.42 a. m. and 
due at Bloomfield at 8.48 a* m., crashed 
into the stone ears with a sound like 
boiler explosion. The shook threw 
Emmons Freeman nearly fifty feet and 
injured one of his horses so badly as to 
necessitate Its being killed. 

William Scott, a colored man, wa 
badly cut about the head. He was re¬ 
moved to tbe MounUiDtlde Hospital 
Michael Finan of North Park Street, 
Orange, was slightly hurt and was taken 
to kts home. 

The front of ths engine was badly de¬ 
molished and tbe stone oars wrecked 
The track waa also torn up for a short 
dlstanos.
